ly Indulged In at Least One Place

oueli' of St. Murylebone, London, In 
which u tombstone Is pointed out to 
visitors as tho one on which Hogarth's 
'Idlo apprentice" threw dice. Atten- 
tion has just been culled t.o the fact 
that thin practice of 
gambling 
on 


ouibBton^s has como down to the 
resent day In at least one graveyard 
,u tho United Kingdom. 


A lawsuit just decided has stopped 


tho practice In tho 
churchyard of 


Dungarvan. an Irish village, ; where 
some of-the Inhabitants' were iu the 
bablt of,playing cards on the Blabs 
placed over graves and of dancing to 
the music of an. accordion. The rep- 
resentative church body was the .com- 
plainant In the case. I sought and 
obtained an Injunction against sixteen 
persons, restraining them from tres- 
passing upon- the burial-ground and 
premises adjacent to the Church ot St. 
Mary". The master of rolls, who heard 
the. case,: held that this privilege was 
one of permission, and not a right, and 
that a churchyard was dedicated, to 
the-aervice of God; and not to the rec- 
reation of man. 


In the days before the Reformation 


authorities say, the parish churchyard 
was used as a- public playground. 
Games and' revels .were commonly 
held there on Sundays and holidays. 
At Whitsuntide there was a sort of 
church fair, held in graveyards, at 
which ale brewed1 by .the church war- 
dens was served, wh)le dice.throwlng, 
card-playing and bowls were per- 
mitted. Cock-flghting in churchyards 
did not cease until the eighteenth 
century. There,Is a story told that a 
wealthy man In Hurstbourne Tar'rant, 
a village of Hampshire, ordered th«t 
a flat tombstone, large enough to en- 
able the boys to play marbles on it, 
should be placed over his grave.

M E M O R I A L 
COMMEMORATES 


BRAVE ACT OF'plONEER. 


Early Colorado Settler, With His Fanv 


lly, Held War Party of Indians at 


Bay on Spot Now Known as 


"Simpson's Rest." 


Prominent among the rocky, ineca- 


ike hills thut surround Denver, is a 
rugged, gray point, Within the out- 
skirts oC the town, known as "Simp- 
son's Rest." Recently there was erott- 
cd on this hill a monument commemo- 
rating the brave fight put up at this 
spot by John Simpson, one of the ear- 
lest settlers of Colorado, against a 
war party of Utes and Cheyennes In 
1855. The Indian, fighter and his wife 
re buried on top of the hill. 
-.The Utes.and Cheyennes mado the 
'ootbllls and tlie plains adjoining the 
Ftockies their 
hunting ground, .but 


they rarely gave trouble to settlers. 
Consequently, one May morning In 
1855, when Simpson's children, Bob 
and Nora, aged 15 and 13, were mak- 
ing their way to a small stream near 
their home, they were surprised to see 
a large party of Indians riding toward 
them at a terrific pace, shaking their 
lances and uttering blood-thirsty cries. 
At the same time. they heard a cry 
from the direction'-of the cabin, and 
saw thel!4 father running toward them 
with his rifle in his hand. 


Simpson had just returned from an 


expedition. He bad. heard that the 
Cheyennes and Utes had gone on tho 
warpath, and he had hastened homo 
just in time to rescue his family. See- 
Ing the trapper, the Indians hesitated, 
for Simpson's fame as a shot 
had 


spread throughout the frontier, and 
the redskins knew that several among 
them would meet denth if .they per 
sisted in their attempt to capture the 
children. 


Two burros were packed with provi- 


sions, a keg of water and all the arc 
munition the trapper possessed. Driv- 
ing the burros ahead of them 'tho 
members of the little family set out 
from the house. Simpson covered tho 
Indians with his rifle when they ap- 
proached too near, and the family was 
unmolested. The hill which appealed 
to the trapper as a good place for de- 
fense was accessible only by a single 
narrow, rocky path, up which ono 
must climb today in reaching the sum- 
mit of "Simpson's Rest." The sum- 
mit of the hill is flat, about half an 
acre in extent -and surrounded by 
high rocky wall. It would bo impos- 
sible to.Btorm such a natural fortress 
except by over-powering the defenders 
at the narrow defile which served as 
an entrance. 


The Indians saw that it was hope- 


less to'attempt to storm the natural 
fortress, so they surrounded the hill 
und began a siege In the endeavor to 
"starve out" the defenders, The slogfi 
has no parallel in the history of the 
west. For five weeks the plucky pio- 
neer and his family held their fortress. 
They killed their burrors when pro- 
visions ran low. Fortunately, there 
had been heavy rains, and depressions 
In the rocks at the top of the hill 
were filled with water, giving an am- 
ple supply. At the end of the fifth 
week, when hope was nearly aban- 
doned, the Indians suddenly brought in 
their ponies and rode away with shrill 
Cries. A troop of cavalry from Fort 
Lyon, 150 miles distant, which had 
been sent -oatto render aid to any set- 
tlers who might have escaped tho ma- 
rauding Indians, soon came in view, 
and Simpson and his family were res- 
cued.
